It was the studying and collecting of antique coins that started the science 
of numismatics. Antiquity hardly knew anything oi com 
lectors. There would be hoarding of coins in the treasuries 
Emperor Augustus on a special occasion distributed coins, ^ 

and foreign ones, to the people, and. curiously enough, ^ 

were deemed worthy of forming real collections in the ftist century A D., 
were forgeries, official forgeries it is true, namely the nummi subaeratl 
(stuffed coins), which concealed a base metal under a coat of gold or siive . 

In the Middle Ages, the picture did not change very much. In the treasur- 
ies of princely lovers of art and luxury, precious coins were preserved to- 
gether with other valuable or curious objects, gems and cameos, teeth or 
elephants, bones of rare animals, etc. However, there was no question of 
any real historic let alone numismatic interest. 

A decisive change in the form of a more scholarly interest in AntiquUy 
took place in the time of the Renaissance, the time of the Rebirth of arts 
and sciences, and in Italy, the very country in which tins rebirth 
that time, antiquity and its culture, which had lost their interest for y 
centuries, were rediscovered. It was natural that it was first Roman an- 
tiquity that concentrated on itself the interest of the Italians, who began to 
feel proud as the heirs of the old Roman Empire. It was not the aggressive 
and boastful movement we have seen in Italy in our days, but the legitimate 
pride that filled the hearts of artists and scholars of rediscovering and reviv- 
ing a culture that had been one of the glories of their own country and their 
own ancestors. Soon, however, Greek culture, the mother of Roman culture, 
began to take its place in the study of Antiquity. 

This was the time when the scholars, humanists as they were called, set 
out to find old manuscripts of the works of the old poets, 
historians, when they made long and strenuous travels in order to find them 
hi the dusty libraries of old monasteries, and when they were overjoyed 
when their zeal was crowned with success and when they could, not alway 
by quite honest means, take possession of such a treasure. However, not 
only books and manuscripts, but the other witnesses of the old glory, ruins, 
statues, and paintings were studied with enthusiasm, and the science oi 
archaeology was born or reborn in that lime. 

Don’t let us forget that these men were pioneers in their fields. There was 
no chair of archaeology or classic philology at the medieval universities. 
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They had to get their knowledge without any guidance but that derived from 
inelr own studies and experiences, and so their results were not unimpeach- 
able from the beginning, and only through errors and misunderstandings 
mey arrived at their goal. Many a modern student of our universities would 
nave looked down at them condescendingly and considered them amateurs. 
But just this freshness enhanced the enthusiasm of these scholars, who were 
more delighted with a truth they found by their own zeal and endeavor than 
it they had stood on the shoulders of great authorities. 


What I have just said about the general studies of antiquity, holds good 
In our special field, too. The scholars did not find any previous study of 
numismatics. There were books and treatises about money; one of the most 
famous among them was written by Thomas of Aquino. But these books 
treated money not from the numismatic or historic, but from a financial and 
economic pomt-of-view. Thus, here too, the students of Antiquity had to 
come to their own conclusions by looking at these old pieces of metal with 
their often hardly decipherable legends. And they did. 

These coins, too, bore witness to the old times and their glory and were at 
mainly from this point-of-view. The man whom one might 
call the father of the Renaissance, the famous poet Francesco Petrarca, who 
TTr® century, once gave a coin of Emperor Augustus to Emperor 
admonition to try and equal the old Roman. Petrarca 
and his friends became the first real collectors of coins, who were the first 
historic documents, tried to relate their inscriptions and rep- 
writings of the classics, in short, they considered coins, 
history”^ expression used by one of the antiquaries, as “seals of 


The interest in, and the collecting of, coins gradually spread all over 
Jiiurope. The collections of princes and private citizens, small in the begin- 
ning, increased in size, and were arranged according to scientific principles. 
1 he end of the 15 th century saw the beginning of a true science of numis- 
matics. In 1489, there appeared in Florence the “Miscellanea’' of Angelo 
poet and friend of Lorenzo de’ Medici, the oldest 
punted book in which one finds explanations of antique coins. In the next 
centuries, books and treatises, some of which are still valuable to-day, ap- 
great number. The interest was not completely limited to antique 
however, they formed the basis of numismatic studies and of the col- 
lections, while the contemporary pieces were mainly artistic medals. 

Among the many famous authors who wrote about antique coins, I men- 
1 70 o despite of its venerable age (it was published from 
i/yj to 1798) is still one of the standard works about antique numismatics. 
His name was Joseph Hilarius Eckhel; he was a Catholic priest and became 
the director of the collection of antique coins of the Imperial Coin Cabinet

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THE COPPER COINS OF VERMONT 

By JOHN M. RICHARDSON, Stratford, Conn. 

With an introduction by Howard H. Kurtli, Sclienectady, New York 

“The first state that can be said to have issued a coinage of copper 
w'as Vermont.” These opening words of Sylvester S. Crosby in his 
chapter on the subject should alone be enough to suggest to the collector 
that perhaps he should devote a little more attention to this early 
American coinage. But there are many reasons why the \ ermont series 
is such a fascinating one to collect and to study. The number of dies is 
not so great that the collector is forced to devote too much of his time 
to the .study of minute differences of minor die variations. 

Some attention can be given to the significance and origin of the 
several types, to their complex interrelation with other coinages, to the 
mints and coiners, and to the general history of the period. At the same 
time, the possibility of finding a new unpublished variety is not p re- 
mote as one might ^suppose. It is regrettable that cataloguers in listing 
the coppers of Vermont usually neglect to give the Ryder numbers. It 
is hoped that with the publication of Mr. Richardson’s descriptions more 
dealers and collectors will attribute their coins by number. It is also 
hoped that this might possibly lead to the discovery of additional va- 
rieties. 

It is customary for American collectors to refer to the copper coins of 
Vermont as ‘‘colonial coins/' This is a deeply rooted error, due not so 
much to our ignorance of history as to our careless habit of allowing 
our speech to be unduly influenced by what we repeatedly read in 
catalogues. But, in all fairness to the cataloguer, it is probably tor 
space saving reasons that colonial coins and early state coins are often 
listed under the same general heading. 

It would seem more appropriate if cataloguers would list those coins 
issued prior to the establishment of the United States mint as Early 
American Coins," rather than “Colonial." This term. Early Ameri- 
can Coins," as used in the title of Crosby's book, and in the recent 
standard catalogues, would include the true colonials as well as the early 
state issues. 

Vermont was not one of the original thirteen colonies. New York and 
New Hampshire, both having been settled earlier and to a greater extent, 
each laid claim to the unoccupied territory of Vermont. This dispute 
began in 1749. New Hampshire, like Massachusetts, claimed land to a 
line twenty miles east of the Hudson Kiver, while New York claimed 
that her eastern border was the Connecticut Kiver. 

Governor Benning Wentworth of New Hampshire issued grants of 
land in the disputed territory, and one township was named Bennington 
in his honor. Later the King made a decision in favor of New York 
and the struggle started. Bands of constables sent from New York to 
evict the settlers were repulsed repeatedly. It was for the purple of 
defending their lands from the New Yorkers that the famous Green 
Mountain Boys were organized under the command of Ethan Allen. 
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On 15 January 1777 Vermont declared herself a free and independent 
republic. At first the new state was named New Connecticut, due to the 
fact that many of tlie settlers had come from Connecticut. But. at the 
next convention in June the name was changed to Vermont, a name 
probably derived from the French for Green Mountains (Verts Monts). 
No other state adopted as completely a democratic form of government 
as did Vermont at this time. This government continued until 1791, a 
period of fourteen years as an independent republic. While declaring 
herself independent, Vermont at the same time pledged herself to 
support the national cause and the Continental Congress. We are all 
familiar with the decisive part that the Green Mountain Boys plaved 
m the capture of Ticonderoga and at the important battles of Crown 
roint and Bennington. On 14 March 1791 Vermont was admitted to 
the Union as the fourteenth state. 

In June 1785 the state Je^yislature passed an act granting Reuben 
Uarmon, Jr., of Rupert the exclusive right to coin copper within the 
state tor the term of two years. In October 1786 a second bill was passed 
extending the right for an additional period of eight years. 

The mint is said to have been a small building first located on Mill 
Rrook a small stream that empties into the Pawlet River. The mint 
house contained a furnace for melting the copper and machinery for 
rol ing and cutting the planehets. The actual coining press had a large 
iron screw, supported vertically hy heavy timbers. At the ends of the 
bar that turned the screw, heavy weights were attached. These were 
rotated manually with pull-ropes. Three men were required to operate 
the press, one to place the planehets and remove the finished coins, and 
the other two to swing the weights by pulling ropes in opposite direc- 

I'luny as 60 coins per minute could be made, 
ut this seems very doubtful considering the method used. Some of the 
dies were cut by Col. William Cooley, a goldsmith who moved to Rupert 
trom Wew York. Other dies are said to have been the work of William 

f a 1 Harmon. William Buel was the son 

ot Abel Buel who first desie-ned and coined the “Fngio” nr “Mind vour 
Business coppers at New Haven, Connecticut. 

We have no contemporary records of the operation of the mint. 
A/r ^ ^^^^ormation that we have was not written until some years later. 

any of the details that we would like to know were by that time for- 
gotten or may have been somewhat distorted in the retelling. The reader 
IS referred to Sylvester S. Crosby ^s ‘‘Early Coins of America^’ for 
correspondence relative to the operation and location of the mint and for 
details of the acts of legislature granting the coinage right. 

The coins of 1785 and 1786 issued under the first contract bore the 
rising sun over a range of wooded mountains, with a plough in the field 
legend with variations, was VERMONTENSIUM . RES . 
UBLICA . (The Republic of Vermont.) The reverse bore an eye 
within a small circle, from which issue twenty-six rays, thirteen long 
and thirteen short, the long rays intersecting a circle of thirteen stars. 
The reverse legend was STELLA . QUART A . DECIMA (The Four- 
teenth Star). The mountains on the obverse refer of course to the Green 
Mountains, a range that runs like a backbone the length of the state. 
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The plonprli in the foreground represents agriculture, the clnef industry. 
The reverse type Avas undoubtedly copied from the ‘‘Nova Cons^llatio 
coppers, a series of privately issued tokens first imported from Englan 
in 1783. 

The legends on the Vermont coins are highly sipiificant. They indi- 
cate that though Vermont considered herself an independent republic, 
she at the same time had aspirations of becoming the fourteenth star 
in the flag. It was six years after this wish was first voiced on her coins 
that Vermont was finally admitted to the Union. 

The second bill of 1786 extending Ilarmon^s coinage right provided 
that, “the device for all coppers by him hereafter coined b e on 

one side a head with the motto AUCTOTllTATE VERMONTENSIUM 
(By Authority of Vermont), abridged — on the reverse, a woman, with 
the letters, INDE : ET : LIB : —for Independence and Liberty. 

We are not certain of the reason for this change, but it is quite ap- 
parent that the type and legends- of this second series were suggested by 
the coppers of Connecticut. It was probably decided that it would be to 
the advantage of trade to issue this old familiar type of coin in that i 
would gain a wider circulation, and would be more readily acceptable 
in neighboring states than a coin of local character. 

It has been pointed out that these copper coins of Vermont and Con- 
necticut are of the same general type as the regular British halfpennies 
of George II and George III. This is especially noticeable in the coins 
of Vermont. The bust facing left (Nos. 10, 11 and 15) is uninistakably 
copied from a coin of George II. The profiles of the busts facing ri^t, 
with the exception of the “baby head’’ (No. 9), all closely resemble that 
of George III. On the reverses the seated figure of “Independence and 
Liberty” is apparently the old familiar “Britannia” posing in the same 
guise under a different label. 

On most of the coppers of Vermont the shields are British. But here 
again the “baby head” (No. 9) is an exception. The shield on the 
reverse of the “baby head” bears four sheaves of gram. This inter- 
esting detail is often overlooked since on ordinary specimens of the com 
the sheaves are invariably worn away. The sheaves may also have 
originally been on the shields of numbers 10 and 11, but we have not 
seen specimens fine enough to verify this possibility. (The state seal

Though the legislature granted Harmon the exclusive right of coin- 
age, there is reason to believe that some of the Vermont coppers were 
minted outside of the state. In 1794 Captain Thomas Machin erected a 
mint at the outlet of Orange Lake, Orange County, near what is now 
the city of Newburgh, N. Y. 

Capt. Machin was an Englishman who came here before the Revolution 
as an officer in the British army. During the war he entered the 
American army as an engineer. In 1777 he was engaged in fortifying 
the highlands along the Hudson River and in stretching a chain across 
the river at West Point. After the war he made use of his mechanical 
skill by erecting a so-called manufactory of “hardware” known as

Machin’s Mill near Newburgh. The principal if not the sole product 
ot this hardware” factory was copper coin. The dies were cut by Mr. 
James P. Atlee of New York City, one of Machin ’s partners. The metal 
trom which the coins were struck is said to have been obtained by melt- 
ing old brass cannon and mortars. The copper was extracted from the 
brass by smelting in a furnace, the zinc being more readily oxidized. 
Ihe coining press was somewhat heavier than the one at Rupert. The 
screw-bar was loaded at each end with a 500 pound ball. It required 
the power of four men to swing this bar— two men with pull-ropes for 
each weight. It is said that this old press was later carried as ballast 
by the sailing sloop, “Newburgh.”

he principal coins issued by Macliin^s mint are believed to have been 
counterfeit British halfpennies of George TIT. Some of these were 
ra er cleverly executed imitations of the British coins with unaltered 
inscriptions— GEORGIYS . III. REX. on obverse, and BRITAN NIA 
on reverse. The pieces most readily identified as probable issues of this 
mint bear the dates 1787 and 1788, tliough we have seen coins of other 
dates with similar characteri.stics that may have been made there. 

It might be of interest to mention that no genuine British halfpennies 
were struck in these years. A very interesting paper on eounterfeit 
halrpennies struck in America was presented to the American Numis- 
matic and Archaeologicu] Society by Mr. Wyllys Beits in ISSG. 

Messrs. Machin, Atlee, and others formed a partnership with 
r. armon for the purpose of conducting their coining business to 
t eir mutual advantage. Though the Newburgh mint had no legal 
Vermont there is strong evidence to support the 
belief that some of the Vermont, some of the Connecticut, and possibly 
some of the New Jersey coins, were made there. The Vermont coin with 
Britannia reverse (No. 13) is very probably a Newburgh issue. In 
t IS case the reverse die of a British type counterfeit Swas combined 
with a Vermont obverse after some attempt had been made to obliterate 
the word “Britannia” from the die. 

Another interesting mule of similar nature is the Vermont reverse 
combined with an obverse of George III. (No. 31). This same Vermont 
reverse die IS also found combined with a Connecticut obverse (Miller 
0 . - It is very difficult to determine with certainty where some 

pieces were actually struck. Not only were some of the mints illegally 
striking coins of other states, but dies were often taken from one mint 
to another, and sometimes used in combinations not originally intended. 
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One of the most difficult puzzles to explain is the Vermont obverse 
combined with the Immune Columbia reverse (No. 1). The obverse 
die is said to be a discard of Atlee — possibly rejected for any normal 
use because of the very poorly spaced lettering. The reverse (Immune 
Columbia) die is of much finer workmanship and is said to have been 
made by Thomas Wyon of Birmingham, England. But by the time of 
striking this combination, the old Wyon die was probably also a discard 
since it shows evidence of considerable wear and abuse. How this old 
English die found its way to America to be used in combination with 
a Vermont obverse is one of the deep mysteries of early American 
numismatics. It is certain however that this combination was not struck 
in 1785 since the obverse type was not adopted until 1786. We believe 
that instead of considering it the first coin of Vermont, it would be 
more reasonable to consider it among the last, especially since it is struck 
on a small planchet of less than legal weight. According to Bushnell, the 
Newburgh mint ceased operation in 1791. Just what type of coppeis 
they could have been issuing at that late date would be difficult to say. 
During the final period of minting, the operators may have becoine 
somewhat careless and indifferent due to the depreciation of their 
product. The fall in value of the Vermont coins to as low as eight for 
a penny forced the Rupert mint to close at an even earlier date, since in 
about the year 1790 Mr. Harmon is said to have moved to Ohio. 

The Vermont coppers were sometimes struck over other coins, such as 
Nova Constellatio tokens, English and Irisli type halfpennies, etc. The 
collector should not consider that he has necessarily discovered a new 
variety when he finds a coin with traces of some previous impression. 
Such overstrikes are very interesting as such, but they can sometimes 
turn out to be an annoyance. We lack a complete description of the 
reverse of No. 83 hecause the only specimen known is weakly struck 
over a counterfeit British type halfpenny of George III. The date and 
the first part of the inscription is illegible due to traces of a previous 
impression, (GEOR)GIVS . Ill . 

This introduction to the copper coinage of Vermont contains little if 
anything that has not already been published. However, some of the 
newer collectors may not be entirely familiar with some of the older 
books referred to. I will be well satisfied if my story has given just a 
few collectors a little better understanding of these interesting series 
of early American coins.

Coinages of New England” has been retained but separate and detailed 
descriptions of the varieties have been added. In addition, a table of all the 
obverse and reverse legends is given, as well as a list showing all Ryder 
numbers which are alike in both obverse and reverse. 



1785 No. 1 (R5) 

VERMON AUCTORI (Obverse) 

Mailed and laureated bust facing right. VERMON very close to head. 
AUCTORI distant, Point of V touches upper fillet end. VER widely spaced. 
I of AUCTORI very low and much below R which it touches. 


IMMUNE COLUMBIA. (Reverse) 

Goddess of LIBERTY facing right, and in her hand a flag surmounted by 
a large cap. Her left arm points directly toward the lower left upright 
of M in COLUMBIA, and suspended from her left hand is a pair of scales 
representing Justice.

This is a unique piece discovered by Howard H. Kurth of Schenectady, 
N. Y. The obverse is the previously described Ryder 28, but of an unknown 
reverse, much of which is indistinguishable. This has been illustrated 
fully mentioned in the “Numismatic Scrapbook Magazine of October 1942. 




1787 No. 34 (R6) 


This variety is plainly shown on Plate V-No. 2 Early Coins of America, by 
Sylvester Crosby, and it is a mystery why Ryder made no mention of it, for 
it is the No. 14 obverse already described, with a different reverse. These 
are the principal distinguishing reverse features. The branch hand a 
branch are much closer to DE of INDE, and B of LIB almost touches the 
shield, while it is fairly distant in No. 14. LIB is widely spaced in No. 14 
but in this L and I are very close. This obverse is the same as 14, 20, 2i, 
22, and 23. 
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1788 No. 85 (K«) 


This is a new variety discovered by Dan^on G. Douglas of Caldwell, N. J. 
it being the reverse of No. 18 previously described with a different obverse. 
This coin is very definitely an overstrike on an Irish half penny. The ob- 
verse is proved different from an 18 obverse from the fact that the lower 
fillet end points half way between V and E of VERMON and the upper fillet 
points toward the upright of E, while in No. 18 it points half way be- 
^een V and E and the lower fillet end is directly in line with the point of V. 
The right portion of this obverse is indistinguishable as far as anything re- 
lating to AUCTORI can be seen. 

A duplicate of this piece, also an overstrike probably over an Irish half 
penny has since been found by the writer. 

While care has been taken in compiling this catalogue, still it may be 
well for the reader to remember the words of the old two line couplet, 

“AVhoever tliiiiks a faultlesvS piece to see 
Thinks what ne’er was, nor is, nor e’er will be.”

SPRING THOUGHTS FROM THE SOUTHLAND 

Yours truly has been doing a lot of fishing lately as well as watching 
tennis and baseball stars. That, along with returning checks for roll 
orders of 1946-S nickels, has kept me busy. However, 1 found time to 
buy a small dealer’s stock of coins; so, have more nice material than ever 
to offer you. My stock of foreign coins has reached proportions that 
threaten to devour my remaining vault space because 1 make little effort 
to sell this kind of merchandise. If you have anything on your want list 
in this department, it would be well to let me know. 

My 1946-S Nickels were all gone before my last ad. had time to get 
into print, and 1 had 350 rolls. Orders for more than 1500 rolls were re- 
ceived later. 1 expect to have about 100 more rolls soon, but will have to 
ask $3.25 for them. At the time this is written, 1 do not know when to 
expect a supply of 1946-S Half Dollars. Fifty rolls have been promised 
me, but 1 am losing faith in promises of this kind. The 1946-D Half 
Dollar will be the better coin anyhow, and 1 have obtained a large 
quantity of these. 

There seems to be a lot of talk about a depression to be upon us soon, 
and to last about two years. Guess that I am lucky to be in Houston be- 
cause there is no sign of any such thing around these parts yet. A New 
York dealer with much experience told me just to hang on to my coins 
because they would be even more valuable than ever when we emerge 
from the “depression” if and when we have it.

That rnay 
be true, but if you will notice that when the ten year period is reached 
there does not seem to be even enough single coins to go around. There- 
fore, 1 am not afraid of an over supply in this department either. 
ten year old coins do you have for sale at 100% to 200% over face value? 
That is good interest, too, is it not? 

I have accumulated too many 1932-D circulated Quarters. While the 
over supply lasts, 1 offer XF for $5.50; VF for $3.75; fine for $2.75, and 
VG for $1.50. Also, have a good supply of 1919-P, S, and D, and 1921 in 
from fine to XF. Will send these on approval to A. N. A. members or 
others known to me. 

Now have nearly all dates in Liberty head Nickels, Barber Dimes, 
Quarters, and Halves, and Morgan Dollars. It is difficult to obtain the 
scarce dates in quantity, or to get VF Barber coins of any date. Look 
for steep price raises among these within the next five years. Complete 
your sets now. 

Some day I may get around to issuing a fixed price booklet, but thus 
far I have stuck to the policy of requesting my customers to send me their 
want lists for pricing the items which I am certain I have and at prices 
which are current. I cater to the medium price field, and my stock has 
been assembled with that in mind. Let me see what can be done for you.

Although considering ourself the 
“world’s worst writer,” we again 
would like to ask that correspondents 
print names and addresses or be sure 
to write them clearly. A man who 
wrote “111.” like “Del.” had to wait 
an additional 10 days for a parcel 
to arrive because it was mis-sent, 
and this meant additional postage to 
he paid by the library. One man who 
failed to sign his card or give his 
address last month received his 
books promptly — but only because 
he orders books every few weeks and 
we are now familiar with his writing. 

We would like to convey our grat- 
itude to the American Numismatic 
Society staff for the many courtesies 
shown during our visit to that out- 
standing institution. We already 
have put into effect several sugges- 
tions obtained there. We had been 
at work on a new cross-indexing sys- 
tem, and received valuable aid from 
Mr. Sawyer McA. Mosser, librarian. 
It also was a splendid opportunity 
to take notes on numerous works 
which we hope the A. N. A. library 
will be able to procure at early dates. 
We appreciated the opportunity to 
visit the libraries of Stack’s, Numis- 
matic Galleries and David M. Bul- 
lowa. 

Perhaps it is a belated result of 
World War II, but there have been 
increasing demands during recent 
months for coins of Africa and Asia. 
In addition to works listed previous- 
ly, we are happy to report the fol- 
lowing (preceded by library num- 
bers) : 


LIBRARY NOTES 


P-30. Catalogue of the Coins of 
the Shahs of Persia in the British 
Museum,” by R. S. Poole, noted nu- 
mismatic writer, illustrated, of 350 
pages. There are indexes of names, 
mints, years, index of Distichs, 
types; table showing comparative 
years of the Hijrah and of the Chris- 
tian era and a table of weights. 

V-2. Valentine, W. H., Sassanian 
Coins, 118 pages, illustrated. 

V-7. Valentine, W. H., Modern 
Copper Coins of the Muhammadan 
States, 204 pages, illustrated. This 
book not only has fine illustrations, 
but excellent maps and index. 

B-8. “Catalogue of the Provincial 
Coin Cabinet Assam,” by A. W. 
Botham. It fills another long felt 
need of a good work in English and 
with good illustrations. The work 
covers a big field, but the text, ta- 
bles and lists will prove valuable 
to collectors of ancients of Indian 
types, early foreign dynasties and 
the Guptas, Persian and Medieval 
coinages, southern India, Mughal 
emperors et al. 

Back from the bindery are the 
19 46 Numismatist, Numismatic 
Scrapbook, Coin Collectors Journal 
and Hobbies. The latter contains 
only the numismatic sections and the 
years 1945 and 1946 are in the 
library. 

It is important that borrowers use 
not only the numbers but the titles 
in ordering books. The last library 
list contained some half dozen errors 
in numbering and titles, but the most 
important reason for using number 
and titles is that some of the works 
are reprints and may be available 
under other, numbers and a substi- 
tute can be shipped if the first num- 
ber is on loan. 

Filling a need long felt by collec- 
tors, “The Coins and Tokens of Can- 
ada,” by Wayte Raymond was pub- 
lished in March. This book is number 
XII in the Coin Collector Series of 
Wayte Raymond, Inc. This booklet, 
as the publisher explains, is far more 
than a price-list and much informa- 
tion, including illustrations, are con- 
tained in its 32 pages. Mr. Raymond 
says in the work that prices given 
are based on retail and auction 
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prices. Coins and tokens dating from 
1670 to date are listed and coinage 
reports for the Dominion of Canada 
and Newfoundland are given. An 
earlier booklet, published in 1937, 
has been out of print for some time, 
and numerous requests had been 
made that a new one be issued. Price 
of the booklet is $1. (A copy donat- 
ed to the A. N. A. library by Mr. 
Raymond has number R-22P.) 

John F. Jones of Jamestown, N. 
Y., the well known collector and 
writer on numismatic subjects, has 
donated additional U. S. Mint re- 
ports. Harry X. Boosel contributed 
others last year, so that the A. N. A. 
library now has nearly 40 of the 
books, dating from 1876. The com- 
plete list includes 1876 and 1933 and 
those of 1884 through 1929 EX- 
CEPT 1892, 1902, 1903, 1913, 1914. 
1916, 1917, 1918, 1920, 1923, 1925. 
The librarian will welcome further 
donations of mint reports. 


We would like to receive as gifts 
or purchase early Numismatists and 
several in recent years to complete 
our unbound set. 


We are happy to report the re- 
prints are popular. Five are offered 
now at cost (see advertising section). 


Several dealers also are handling the 
reprints. 


Although published in 1896, “The 
Coin Collector,” by W. Carew Hazlitt, 
contains much valuable information 
for numismatists (H-56). It not 
only contains many illustrations of 
ancient and modern coins, but of 
medieval pieces. There is a chapter 
on coins of Europe as well as Roman, 
Greek, unique, English and other 
coins, on terminology and on collect- 
ors and collections. Mr. Hazlitt also 
is the author of the book, “Coins of 
Europe,” which is one of the most 
popular in the library. 


We interrupted these notes to 
spend a Sunday going through notes 
on the new library list, adding the 
number of pages contained in each 
work. We completed two shelves in 
nine hours. It took so long because 
we found so many things to look 
through and so many minor repairs 
and changes to be made. We grad- 
ually are getting all pamphlets 
bound, something which preserves 
them and makes them easier to store. 
But since there are 25 shelves of 
books in the library, we’d be glad to 
have some help if you can drop over 
some Sunday right after church. 


BOOK REVIEW 

NUMISMATISCHE ZEITSCHRIFT (Numismatic Magazine). Vienna 
Numismatic Society, Volume 71, 1946. 

After an interruption of eight years, the celebrated ZEITSCHRIFT, pub- 
lished by the world’s oldest Numismatic Society, has again reached our 
shores. After the Anschluss, Austrian collectors were forced to buy the 
German annual review called JAHRBUCH, which, in many ways, was in- 
ferior to the Austrian publication even after absorption of all that was left 
of Austrian numismatics. It is therefore a distinct pleasure to welcome the 
first number of a revived annual magazine of the quality the ZEITSCHRIFT 
has always stood for. 

The 194 6 number contains an article by Professor Loehr, up to recently 
head of the cabinet of coins and medals, on “Origins of the medal in 
Austria”; another article by Dr. Holzmair, also of the museum, entitled 
“Numismatic History of the New Princely Houses in Austria,” wherein the 
coinages of the Batthyani, the Eggenbergs, Eszterhazy, Kaunitz, Kheven- 
hueller, and many more are fully listed and described — a great contribution 
indeed. 

Mainly Austrian topics are treated in articles by Franz Wolny, one-time 
president of the society, Karl Reitmann, and Max Doblinger; Professor Pink 
has written a most interesting account of the “triumviri monetales under 
Augustus,” wherein he attempts to bring chronological order to a hitherto 
confused series. A book review rounds out this volume of the Vienna 
ZEITSCHRIFT.— H. W. HOLZER 
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CLEANING AND CARE OF COINS 

By ALLAN SUTHERLAND, New Zealand 


(A paper rend before the New Zealand Numismatic Society, October 21, 1040) 


Various questions in regard to the cleaning and care of coins were sub- 
mitted to C. W. Brandt, M.Sc., and he kindly submitted the following 
information: 

(1) “Silver coins were susceptible to sulphur in the atmosphere and in 
bleached white paper.” Paper pulp is produced by pulping materials with 
one of several types of sulphur-compound-containing ingredients. Some of 
these may remain in the pulp, if it is not thoroughly washed, and be carried 
through to the paper. This is still unbleached pulp, and dark in colour. 
For white papers the above pulps are bleached. This is done almost in- 
variably by means of chlorine followed by washing. Thus it is possible for 
chlorine and sulphur compounds to remain in trace amounts in bleached 
papers, and in unbleached papers traces of sulphur compounds may be 
found. Traces of sulphur compounds in paper would be more likely to cause 
tarnishing than any other foreign substances. However, most papers — 
unless the pulps have been very well washed — are acidic in reaction. These 
traces of acids, and of chlorine compounds from bleaching could also cause 
tarnishing, especially under damp conditions. These remarks apply to 
action on silver and copper coins, and also, to a lesser extent, on those made 
from other base metals. 

(2) “Coins should be kept in cellophane envelopes, or in unbleached 
manilla envelopes.” Cellophane is likely to contain minute traces of sul- 
phur compounds, due to the chemistry of its manufacture. Cellulose acetate 
film would probably be safer. In regard to unbleached manila envelopes, 
see (1). 

(3) “Ammonia would remove unsightly yellow stains” on coins. Ammonia 
definitely has a solvent effect on copper and silver. This solvent action is 
more vigorous on the oxides of these metals, and if used sufficiently dilute 
might dissolve the oxide film without removing much of the unoxidised 
metal. 

(4) “Bronze coins that are dirty or slightly corroded should be treated 
with u, very fine steel brush, followed hy the use of n fine brass wire brush.” 
The brass wire brush is, of course, much softer than the steel one, and 
should therefore be less inclined to remove metal from the coins; however, 
it seems risky on soft coins such as copper, silver, or gold. 

(5) “Clean coins with lemon juice, later using baking soda on a wad of 
cotton batten.” The acids in the lemon juice would have a brief and slight 
action on the metal oxides before neutralisation by the sodium carbonate 
(baking soda). The subsequent rubbing would be almost entirely mechani- 
cal in effect. The same result would probably be obtained by using 
vinegar and then rubbing off with a wet rag. 

(6) “Treatment of coins with “bronze disease” — sodium sesqui-carbon- 
ate-and subsequent test for chlorine.” Apparently this type of “disease” is 
due to chloride corrosion (c.f. corrosion from bleached paper packing con- 
taining traces of chlorine). However, this seems rather doubtful, and the 
presence of chlorides by the test described would need perhaps rather more 
chlorine than that present in the final traces of tarnish (not visible) to be 
removed. 

Mr. Brandt added that the subject was worth carrying out a few well- 
planned tests, using some clean metal in various types of wraps. Members 
expressed appreciation of the interest taken by Mr. Brandt and suggested 
that the Society should co-operate in tests.

To settle an argument, would you 
tell me the composition of our War 
coins — the one and five cent piece. 
You would be surprised how few peo- 
ple know anything about them. Why 
not publish the answer to this ques- 
tion and settle the matter once and 
for all.

Answer: According to the United 
States Mint Report, the 5-cent piece 
was composed of an alloy of 56 per- 
cent copper, 35 percent silver, and 9 
percent manganese, with standard 
weight of 77.16 grains. 

The 1-cent piece of 1943 was of 
steel with a zinc coating 0.0005 of 
an inch thick. This was replaced in 
1944 with a cent composed of 95 
percent copper and 5 percent zinc. 
The alloy for the cents was produced 
by utilizing fired brass cartridge cases 
made available by the War Depart- 
ment. Virgin copper was added to 
obtain the correct alloy. The cent 
weighs 48 grains. — Editor. 


Coin Bacteria Are the Best 
You Can Have 

By ERWIN SAVELSON 

Are you worried about little bugs 
sitting on your dimes and quarters? 
Have you become a frantic microbe 
hunter just because a couple of Prov- 
idence science students reported see- 
ing more germs — through a micro- 
scope — on two-bit than on 10 cent 
pieces. 

Well, don’t let it fret you. There’s 
a bug in the report, according to 
some of the city’s leading scientists. 
They told the Mirror yesterday that 
you can keep jangling your coins and 
still be healthy. 

“You’ll find just as many bugs on 
coins as the number of people who 
handle them,’* said one doctor. 

Then, dropping his customary 
medical caution, he added: 

“Between you and me, it’s a lot of 
bunk!” 

We also got our own test-tube re- 
port on the Providence theory that 
germs like quarters and half-dollars, 
enjoy familiarity with pennies and 


nickels, but abhor dimes. We had 
taken a penny, nickel, dime, quarter, 
half-dollar and greenback to the lab- 
oratory of one of the city’s hospitals. 

A technician placed each coin in 
a suitable test tube. Ten cubic centi- 
meters of standard broth was added 
to each tube. They were shaken for 
one minute and pour plates were 
made, using Icc quantities in stan- 
dard agar. 

The dilutions used were Icc of 
original broth, 1:10, 1:100 and 

1:1000 for each test. 

Plates were incubated for 48 
hours and the number of colonies 
counted. The average bacterial 
count for each coin and the dollar 
bill was as follows: 

Bill, 8,000 colonies; nickel, 5,030; 
dime, 7 65; cent, 510; half dollar, 62, 
and quarter, 37. 

It’s easy to see that germs (at 
least in New York) go for dimes 
quicker than quarters.

Beginning in January 19 48 sets containing two of each of the coins that 
may be struck at each of the three mints during 19 47 will be offered with 
a limit of one set for each recognized collector.

Orders for less than a complete set of uncirculated 1947 coins cannot be 
accepted.

IMPORTANT NEWS FOR DEALERS SPONSORING BOURSE CASES 
AT THE A. N. A. CONVENTION IN BUFFALO 

New bourse cases will be available for use by coin dealers exhibiting at 
the 1947 Convention of the American Numismatic Association in Buffalo, 
N. Y., August 23-27 inclusive, officials in charge of this year’s national meet- 
ing of the organization have announced. 

Measuring about 30 x 30 inches, the new cases are somewhat smaller 
than those used in previous years and have a single panel instead of a 
double panel as formerly. Having 10 per cent less capacity, they are 
equipped with a lighter lid, making these new units easier to open and 
otherwise more suitable than the old ones. 
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Two of these new, improved cases, in side-by-side arrangement, will prove 
adequate in meeting the needs of most dealers, Convention authorities 
assert. Available to dealers at $15.00 per case for the duration of the 
Convention, these cases will be in position and ready for use at 9:00 A. M. 
Saturday, August 23. 

These cases will be located in a separate part of the Exhibition Room 
adjacent to members’ exhibits. Buying, selling and trading may be done in 
this portion of the room — called “the Bourse” — but only by dealers who have 
rented and paid for causes. Dealing by others must be confined to their own 
quarters in the hotel in all fairness to those dealers sponsoring exhibits. 

A police guard will be maintained over dealers’ cases all hours of the 
day and night from 9:00 A. M. August 23 to 6:00 P. M. August 27. No 
charge will be made for this service to dealers. Insurance, however, will 
not be furnished to dealers. . 

Bourse Committee Chairman George A. Cage reports that up to mid- 
March 75 per cent of the bourse cases then available had been taken, leaving 
only a limited number still open for reservation. 

“Dealers planning to exhibit who have not spoken for cases should do so 
before it is too late,” Cage commented. At the rate cases are being 
“snapped up,” he added, the remaining few are being distributed strictly on 
a first come — first serve basis.

This writer is in accord with those 
views. It is quite immaterial that 
the purposes of the funds realized 
may be lofty, useful and patriotic. 
That is an exclusive function of the 
Federal Government itself and Con- 
gress is without power to delegate to 
any organization such privilege of 
resale. 

Rev. Esser states that these com- 
memoratives for profit Congression- 
al enactments are unconstitutional 
and then raises the query, “Am I 
wrong?” He is clearly correct. The 
legal tender of our country may not 
be used by any group of the people 
for profit. It is what is termed by 
the decisions of our courts as class 
legislation and furthermore it vio- 
lates Article I, Section 8, Clause 5 
of the Constitution. Such legisla- 
tion is definitely unconstitutional.

After muddling 
along for over half a century it is 
high time we resorted to a correct 
interpretation of our Constitution 
and stop handing out commemora- 
tive coins for the especial benefit of 
private or semi-private concerns. 

We have long advocated a state 
commemorative coinage. The ob- 
verse of all such coins would be simi- 
lar; the reverses would honor the 
various states. This suggestion will 
of course receive the same old reply 
to the effect that it would “confuse 
our monetary system.” Stuff & Non- 
sense — Editor.

(iood News for Collators 

According to recent reports there 
is a good chance that proof coins 
will be struck during 1947 at the 
Philadelphia Mint. The last proofs 
were struck there in 194 2. No one 
seems to know when the first proofs 
were struck but “master coins” (as 
they were long called) were struck 
during the early years of the Mint. 
In 1857 the Mint provided facilities 
for the sale of proofs to the public, 
but they could be obtained, at a 
premium, years before that date. 

Announcement will be made in 
The Numismatist as soon as proofs 
are obtainable. In the meantime 
collectors are urged not to write the 
Mint or Treasury Department and 
especially not to send in orders ac- 
companied by money. Such pre- 
mature orders will only work a 
hardship on the busy Mint Officials 
and delay, rather than hasten, the re- 
issuing of proof coins.

In reference to Mr. Foster’s query 
on page 221 of the March issue, I 
am pleased to give what information 
I can at this time. 

So far, there has been no informa- 
tion forthcoming from the Treasury 
that they intend to extend the use of 
logotypes on the higher denomina- 
tions. 

In all the higher denominations, 
the current use of old and new plates 
indicates that there is an abundance 


of consecutively numbered pairs. 
They are very common in fives of 
Federal Reserve, Silver Certificate 
and U. S. Note issues. 

I do not hesitate to say that there 
were several thousand similar pairs 
as yours, for most of the larger Re- 
serve Banks. The use of these old 
and new plates goes on over a period 
of weeks or months. 

Very few collectors obtain them, 
however, because they are reluctant 
to bother busy bank tellers.

MRS. ROSS SAYS PROOF COINS MAY BE STRUCK IN 1947

Proof coins will be issued again, possibly this year, according to Mrs. 
Nellie Tayloe Ross, director of the Mint. 

“We contemplate issuing them again when the required facilities can be 
released from medal making operations on which they are now engaged,” 
said Mrs. Ross. “Proof coins are made on hydraulic presses, a relatively 
slow process, and they require considerable hand work.” 

The Philadelphia mint, where all proofs are struck, has the assignment to 
produce the large number of medals for service men, but Mrs. Ross believes 
there is a good chance that proofs can be made before the end of the year. 

(Since Mrs. Ross was interviewed by THE NUMISMATIST, increased 
orders for medals have been received, delaying further the resumption of the 
making of proof coins. Proofs became a war casualty in 1942, and they 
appear now to be a post-war casualty as orders for medals for the nation’s 
fighting men require the facilities of the Philadelphia mint.) 

Although Mrs. Ross has been sympathetic with collectors she is not a 
collector. “I do not collect coins; not because of lack of interest, but be- 
cause my attention and efforts, since I had my attention directed to coins, 
hnvo bppn nbcnrbp^ ir» tV*p work pvnhlpm*? rplatp to cnrrpnt pro- 

duction, the coinage demands having been unprecedentedly heavy in the last 
decade.” 

“If Uhave any hobby, it is in the direction of acquiring old silver, furni- 
ture, rugs and the like. The mellowness which comes with age lends charm 
to many objects which I find very appealing.” 

After pointing out that the Treasurer of the United States and not the 
director of the Mint has jurisdiction over the disbursement of coins, Mrs. 
Ross admitted she does not favor a numismatic agency which would handle 
the sale of coins. She does not believe there is a parallel between coins and 
stamps, warranting such an agency, despite the fact one is maintained for 
the sale of stamps. 

She said that a stamp, after being canceled and providing for the delivery 
of a piece of mail, has completed the purpose for which it was intended. 
Coins, on the other hand, pass from hand to hand, providing the people with 
a circulating medium w^hich always is worth face value. “This was the 
purpose for which the coinage system was established. It would not be 
consistent with that purpose, as I see it, for the government to set up shop, 
so to speak, to sell its coins above face value.” 

Asked for her views on the treasury issuing commemorative coins which 
would be sold by the government, she said the answer to the question 
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about a numismatic agency also answered this query. In addition, she said, 
"‘The government, by adopting such a policy as this would thwart one of the 
chief purposes for which commemorative coins are sought and issued. The 
Congress, in authorizing them, not only recognizes the historic events which 
they commemorate, but enables sponsoring organizations to raise funds 
through the sale of the coins to defray the costs connected with the celebra- 
tions.” 

“The government could not, in my opinion, assume responsibility for 
arranging for celebrations or for raising money therefor by selling coins 
at a premium.” 


Mrs. Ross, the first woman to serve as Mint director, is not new to execu- 
tive positions. Prior to her appointment by President Roosevelt in 1933, 
she was on the Democratic National committee and she was the first woman 
to serve as governor of Wyoming, having succeeded her husband upon his 
death in 1924. 

Small, pleasant and distinctly feminine, Mrs. Ross has four grandchildren. 
She had four children, two of whom are living. They are George Ross, 
with the International Chamber of Commerce in New York, and Bradford 
Ross who is general counsel for Federal Power Commission in Washington. 

The mint director has a nine room apartment in the national capital and 
she owns a 100-year old tobacco plantation of 200 acres at Prince Frederick, 
Md. To most of the friends who have known her for some years, she is 
known as “Governor.”

BRONX COIN CLUB— The 163rd meeting 
was held on Wednesday. March 26th, at the 
Concourse Plaza Hotel, President Clark presid- 
ing.

Correspondence included two letters of spe- 
cial interest. 

The first was one from the office of the 
Treasurer of the United States in regard to the 
new method adopted for the distribution of 
uncirculated coins by the Treasury Department. 
Under the new rules, only coins of the preceding 
year will be distribut^’d. Only two sets, and 
no fewer than two complete sets, would be dis- 
tributed to collectors, such distribution to take 
place up to April first. The exact cost of the 
two sets, to be learned by correspondence, is 
to be sent to the Treasurer so as to avoid the 
necessity for making refunds. No coins of 1947 
are to be distributed until the beginning of 
1948. Previous rules regarding proof coins and 
commemorative coins are to be continued. 

The second letter, from William Guild, was 
about the lack of care in the keeping of the 
A. N. A. collection of coins on loan exhibition 
at the Smithsonian Institution. This letter 
recommended letters to the editor and to sena- 
tors and congressmen. The discussion that fol- 
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lowed the reading of this letter led to tabling 
the matter on the supposition that officers of 
the A. N. A. would make the necessary investi- 
gation and take the proper action. 

Mr. English then gave a short talk on an 
interesting coin in his collection, a zecchino 
of Pope Alexander VI. This pope's name was 
Borgia; he was the father of Lucretia Borgia. He 
was the one who divided the New World into 
two parts, that lying to the east to be Portu- 
guese and that to the west Spanish. Herbert 
Erlanger, taxes still fresh in his mind, told 
about the tax tokens of Nuremberg. It seems 
as though these tokens were sold by the tax 
department to taxjiayers who deposited them in 
a box before they left the tax office. This 
paper was of considerable interest and received 
the applause of those present. 

Topics were large cents from 1808 to 1825, 
coins of France and war medals and decorations 
of the Third Reich.

l)y Valens. Mr. Carey, from these facts, made 
an entertaining and instructive narrative which 
was quite unusual. Needless to say, all coins 
of Procopius are extremely rare.

Mayor C. Frank Whitehead of Jacksonville, 
whose unexpected illness prevented his attend- 
ance, was represented by J. E. Hakes, Acting 
Mayor of Jacksonville. 

President Colee introduced Charles Boos of 
Lantana, Fla., David C. Day of Lantana, Fla., 
Clarence Camp 1 1 of Ocala, Fla., and J. W. 
Decker of Fort Clinch, Fla. 

President Colee mentioned a need for a 
chair for Historian and Librarian, and enter- 
tained a motion. Treasurer Charles E. Wells 
introduced the motion as follows: “I move that 
a combined chair for Historian and Librarian be 
created, one of the primary duties of this chair 
being the production, publication and circulation 
of a monthly news-magazine among all S. N. A. 
members and prospective members.” The motion 
was seconded by Clarence Camp H and was put 
to the fl<K)r for questions. Edward Gordon was 
nominated and elected to fill the chair of His- 
torian and Librarian. 

President Colee outlined his association with 
the S. N. A. and explained its role in Florida. 

Lewis M. Reagan was introduced by President 
Colee. Mr. Reagan’s subject was the “Artistic 
and Fducatinnal Value of Coins ” He pointed 
out that coins bear two important purposes 
aside from their commercial use as a medium of 
exchange. • These purposes are to record perm- 
anently for posterity the portraits of important 
and notable persons, and a record of hi. torical 
events and propaganda. One of Mr. Reagan’s 
minor numismatic enterprises was to search out 
Roman coins bearing propaganda matter which 
is found to be in contradiction to historical fact. 

Mr. Reagan explained that he did not speci- 
alize. He pointed out that there are two kinds 
of collectors, the specialists who have contribu- 
ted much to our knowledge, and are to be com- 
mended for their efforts and accomplishments, 
and those who collect for diversion and relax- 
ation. He professed to be the latter t\T)e of 
collector. He declared that he had about thirty 
specialties, which included ancient Roman, U. S., 
and portraits of women. The advantages in not 
specializing, he stated further, are that one’s 
collection is never complete, and yet almost any- 
thing new can be added. No blank spaces, no 
missing dates, mint-marks or denominations are 
then experienced. 

“The finest artists of the time were employed 
in preparing the dies for these excellent exam- 
ples of the engraver’s art. Engravers work under 
great handicaps in the meticulous work in- 
volved in cutting the steel dies, since the pat- 
tern is cut reversed and inverted. 
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“People interested in art can acquire the finest 
representation of art obtainable, which is en- 
graved on coins, at a nominal cost. 

“Coins are being used in school classrooms 
to bring the student in closer contact with the 
subjects which he is studying. 

“People from all walks of life collect coins; 
rag pickers, school teachers, doctors, bankers and 
kings. Collecting coins is made doubly inter- 
esting for the opportunity presented to study 
the people who collect them.” 

Mr. Heagan discussed the work of the National 
Association. 

Mr. Reagan expressed that Jacksonville had 
ideal advantages for holding a national con- 
vention, both of location and weather. He stated 
that he was not taking sides. Boston has the 
strongest bid for the 1948 convention and Cali- 
fornia for 1949. National conventions are held 
between August 1 5 and September 7 of each 
year. It is the A. N. A.’s policy to hold the 
national convention in a different section of the 
country each year. Florida’s best bet is 1948. 

Mr. Reagan commended the S. N. A., and 
especially John H. Flood, for their fine accom- 
plishments. He stated that “Florida is one of 
the mo.«t active states in the country, numis- 
matically speaking. California runs Florida a 
close second.” A spontaneous show of enthusi- 
asm and determination to lead California was 
expressed from the floor. 

The appointment of three Assistant District 
Secretaries was announced by Mr. Reagan. They 
are Cecil Wright Pemlserton and Arthur M. 
Oreene of Jacksonville, Fla., and Charles E. 
Wells of Apopka, Fla. 

The meeting was adjourned. Mr. Reagan’s 
collection was di played. Door prizes were 
drawn. Dr. S. S, Sisson won the gentleman’s 
prize, a medal of Austria dated 1084, wdiich was 
donated by Hans W. Holzer. The lady’s prize 
was won by Mrs. B. H. Quattlebaum. It was 
an Australian crown dated 1937. 

Other fine collections were displayed, and 
discu.'-sed.

Mr. Leachman read a letter from the American 
Numismatic Association Chairman for National 
Coin Week. 


Captain Dodson moved that the club investi- 
gate the possibility of holding a meeting for the 
benefit of the junior coin collectors of the city.

He 
advised memiers to be wary of the early odd 
shaped coins of China as these are counteifeited 
widely, not only in China but also in this 
country. On tiie conclusion of his talk, Mr. 
Shill answered numerous questions from members 
of the Society. 

In addition to his talk, Mr. Shih exhibited 
in the National Museum during his visit in 
Washington the most extensive and complete 
collection of Chinese silver coins ever seen in 
Washington. The collection included many rari- 
ties and several pieces which are unique. On 
conclusion of Mr. Shih’s remarks the members 
gave him a rising vote of thanks in appreciation 
of his splendid addre.ss and coin exhibit. 

Colonel Sigler then spoke briefly stating that 
most authorities give the ancient Lydians credit 
for inventing coinage whereas actually the 
Chinese were using coins several hundred years 
prior to the first coins of Lydia. He proposed 
that Mr. Shih write an article or a book offering 
historical proof of the right of the Chinese to 
claim the origin of coinage. Mr. Shih responded 
that the Chinese unquestionably were using coins 
before the Western World and that he w’ould be 
glad to undertake such a venture and promised 
to complete it within the next five years.
